By neglect, our bodies siow- 
ly deteriorate, and because of the 
slow process, we fail to notice the 
change; and don't realize that our 
resistance is growing weaker un- 
til mature sends out her warning 
in the form of some mild disease, 
and instead of heeding same, we 
continue to neglect our body until 
we are on the broad of our back: 
then for the first time we become 
serious, and “imagine” we are go- 


‘ting to die before the doctor ar- 


rives. 

Children are spanked, employees 
are discharged, men in public of- 
fice are recalled for continuing in 
the neglect of their duty after be- 
ing warned. We have certain laws 
laid down by nature for us to fo)- 
low in order that we may have 
perfect health until our time comes 
to pass on, yet we disobey those 
laws from childhood, and go 
throygh life with imperfect bodies. 

Continually complaining and 
pleading ignorance. No )uman 
being ever broke a law of nature 
without nature exacting her dues. 

At the age of 50 most of us 
have advanced mentally, too, an 
understanding which would have 
enabled us to enjoy ourselves to 
the fullest extent, had we not al- 
lowed the body to grow physically 
weak. Nature warned us, but we 
were allowed to continue, but we 
do not escape unpunished; poor 
health is our self-inflicted punish- 
ment, which in tugn robs our men- 
tality of expression. | 

When a person becomes inter- 
ested in his health to the extent 
that he follows certain rules daily 
which he knows are necessary, he 
retains that perfect condition, and 
at all times his system is evenly 
balanced. His mind never wan- 
ders into that valley .of imagina- 
tion which, brings on a depression 
of the entire body. and - in time 
causes disease and failue,

an exemption of $1000. The law, 
however, works both ways. A man 
may be wed on December $1, yet 
he is granted the exemptions al- 
lowed a married person for the 
full year. 

Similar conditions exist with re- 
spect to the personal exemption al- 
lowed the head of a family and 
the credit for dependents. A per- 
son wWho has a dependent child, 
not mentally or physically de- 
fective, that attains the age of 18 
years just prior to the last day of 
the year can not claim the credit 
for a dependent. If a dependent 
dies just before the end of the 
taxable year, no credit for such 
dependent its allowable. If during 
the year a head of a family ceases 
the support in his home of rela- 
tives, he is entitled only to the 
$1000 exemption. 

In the absence of continuous 
residence with the persons whom 
he supports, the question whether 
a@ person is head of a family with- 
in the meaning of the revenue act 
depends, as in the case of married 
persons, upon the character of 
the separation. If a child is away 
at school or on a Visit, or through 
force of circumstances is main- 
tained in a boarding-house or with 
relativer, the exemption allowed 
the head of a family applies. But 
when needlessly and continuously
